Animals received careful monitoring and supportive care, but the development of 
neurological signs was a necessary feature of this animal model. 

Reportable lACUC Approved Exceptions 

The only LACUC approved exception to USDA regulations and the Guide was to allow 
water restriction for non-hxunan primates on a behavioral study of cognitive/motor 
function. The LACUC has established written guidelines for this procedure.
